Kutsevalov is an excellent fighter pilot and an expert shot, He is an ardent 
hunter. He was assigned mostly Lo the Far Eastern units. He was not given 
combal assignuents during the war. Source states that Kutsevalov acted like a 
despot Loward his personnel. ile shot his own offices and instituted his own 
private punitive caip,which he called the *Reservet, Not even Moscow knew of 
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its axislence. Source believes thet, if Kutscvalov hud been used in combat, 
his own nen sould heve finished hin. Kutsevalov served as CG of the 12th 

air arly up to the end of 1945 ana he was transferred 

to Germany at that tine on an assignment with the Soviet occupation forces, #ie

Toward the end of the war with Japan, Khudyakov 
was arrested and the oruer for his arrest was signed by stulin himself. aaj, 
General Pol -anov, Khudyskov's deputy, was present during the latter's arrest, 
Folyanov came to the 12th as a Colonel of the wGB. after his arrest, Khudyakov 
Was tuaen away in a plune; however, he was not stripped of 25xX1X
